‘Now, if Great Britain cannot 
sell her: products abroad, she cannot, of 
course, continue to buy raw materials 
and manufactured goods in the United 
States in the same heavy quantities as 
has been her custom.”’ 

He said he did not ask the United 


‘ States to interfere directly ‘with Euro-’ 


pean concerns, for he agreed with our 


opinion that Europe should compose her | 


own difficulties. But he would like to 
see in us, he said, ‘‘a sympathetic under- 
standing toward those who are en- 
deavoring to bring together the jarring 
and conflicting elements’ in Europe and 
endeavoring to see if they cannot work 
,together, for economic if not for higher 
reasons, for the good of all.” 

“If they can do that,’’ he went on, “‘it 
will be greatly to the interest of this 
country and will promote prosperity in 
this country; for we are all more or less 
interconnected and related. If they 
cannot, the result will not be so fatal 
to this country as to others, but jit will 


. be, to say the least of it, unpleasant.”

Ambassador Howard's speech was as 
follows: 


It is a great honor to be invited here 
as the guest of the American Iron and 
Steel Institute and to Rave the privi- 
lege of addressing this distinguished 
company assembled from all- parts of 
the country. But Ifke all honors or 
privileges—if we- except .the ancient 
British Order of the Garter which 
Disraeli said he particularly admired 
because there was no damned merit 
attached to it—it entails some respon- 
sibility.

these sentiments as an accepted fact, 
I might take as my text ‘‘goods across 
the water” as a useful text, since 
phrases we must have. ‘ 

Now, gentlemen, the United States, 
like all modern States, for years has 
acquired much of her prosperity by 
“goods across the water.”’ and quite 
frankly Great Britain has, of course, 
ha on them for several generations.

described in Kipling’s famous poem,

PARIS, May 22.—Finance Minister 
Caillaux’s plans to raise the first addi- 
tional 1,500,000,000 francs to meet the 
1925 budget deficit were approved this 
morning by a council of Ministers and 
they will be presented in the form of a 
bill to the Chambers on Monday when 
the sessions are resumed. 

M. Caillaux’s new fiscal measures in- 
clude about 450,000,000 francs more from 
tobacco and cigarette sales, taxation of 
apprenticeship, increase of the registra- 
tion. tax’for capital subscriptions ‘to cor- 
porations, frieféase of the internal pos- 
tage rate fof letters and™ higher tele- 
graph rates.’ The increased revenue 
from posts and telegraphs alone amounts 
to about 150,000,000 francs.

WASHINGTON, May  22.—President 
Coolidge declared today that there might 
be a distinction between the debts of 
foreign nations inciffrred as war obliga- 
tions and those incurred for relief work 
following the war. 

The Administration's attitude was 
sought on the proposal of Belgium, 
which wishes some differentiation be- 
tween the debts. France’s contention 
has been, until recently at least, that 
the war debt is a_poHtical debt, and

Belgium Would Pay on Keparatiens. 

According to -those -fartiiliar with ‘the 
position of Belgium, ‘her financiers are 
hopeful that the United States will fol- 
low theeplan in thé Versailles Treaty, 
which permitted this country to accept 
the bonds or reparation ‘payments from 
Germany ‘to cancel Belgium’s: obliga- 
tions to the. United States. This was 
agreed to by President Wilson and writ- 
ten into the «Versailles Treaty. Since 
this country rejected the treaty, the sec- 
tion deaiing with these bonds as pay- 
ment of “American debts is void. 

It appears from reports that Belgium 
will seek to bring the terms of the Ver- 
sailles Treaty into effect in the pro- 
posed negotiations with the United 
States and will seek to pay her pre- 
armistice debt to the United States by 
payments from German reparations, 

The Administration’s position on dif- 
ferentiation is. not entirely clear. It 
may be that President Coolidge intends 
to recommend legiglation which would 
make some distinction between the 
debts incurred for. war, characterized 
by the French as political debts, and 
those contracted after the armistice. 

On the other hand, it may be only 
an off-hand, observation not intended to 
have a bearing on Belgium’s reported 
offer or the contention of any other 
foreign debtor. 


Commission’s Attitude Unknown. 


There has been nothing to indicate, up 
to this time at least, that in consider- 
ing the general question of wartime 
debts the American World War Debt 
Commission was prepared to recognize 
any distinction between the loans. All 
of the loans were made under authority 
granted in the Liberty Loan acts and 
demand notes signed by representatives 
of the foreign Governments were taken 
as assurance of repayment. There were 
no contracts entered into by the Amer- 
ican Government with any foreign Gov- 
ernment which recognized any distinc- 
tion as between advances made before 
or after the armistice.

The. congregation of the Park Avenue 
Baptist- Church last night voted to ac- 
cept the terms. on which the Rev. Dr. 
Harry Emerson Fosdick recently agreed 
to accept a call to succeed the Rev. 
Dr. Cornelius Woelfkin as -pastor. It 
also voted to accept Dr. Woelfkin’s res- 
ignation as pastor. 

Although John D. Rockefeller Jr. and 
all the other trustees and deacons of 
the church were strongly in favor of 
the Fosdick plan, much opposition arose 
unexpectedly améng the members of the 
congregation. The dissenters objected to 
Dr. Fosdick’s theological views and the 
conditions which he laid down as pre- 
liminary to accepting the call. They did 
not think the church ought to give up 
insistence on the Baptist principle of 
baptism by immersion, or that it ought 
to move from its present location, Park 
Avenue and Sixty-fourth Street, to the 
vicinity of Columbia University. 

Mrs,.Marshall Clarke, whose husband 
is a deacon, fainted after making a 
spirited speech against the plan. During 
her remarks she said several times that 
she had prayed all day long for divine 
guidance to help her come to a righteous 
decision.. She sat down after speaking 
and slistened for some minutes to Dr. 
Chartes R. Conklin, who dissented ve-

Of 
the 400 persons present, .a goodly num- 
ber arose, there being so many it was 
impossible to count, them. .When those 
Opposed to the call were asked to stand 
severiteen arose.

After the test of the sentiment of the 
meeting an effort was made to have 
the vote to call Dr. Fosdick made unan- 
imous, but one member. refused to 
change his attitude. ; 

The church gathering included, besides 
Mr. Rockefeller, his wife and two of his 
five sons, Laurance S. and Nelson A. 
They met in the rooms of the: Men’s 
Bible Class in the basement of the 
church. The meeting had been led by 
the trustees and deacons specifically to 
act on the resignation of Dr. Woelfkin 
and the call to Dr. Fosdick.

Lieutenants Kyle and . Schildhauer 
came here early in the week from the 
Naval Air Sctfool at Philadelphia. They 
made their first descents under para- 
chutes two days ago from altitude 
of -.1,500 feet. 

Today's flight started just before noon 

from close by the hangar’ housing the 
dirigibles Los Angeles and Shenandoah. 
A big biplane was piloted by Chief Av- 
iation Rigger H. E. June, with Chief 
Rigger Elmer Starr as observer. 
_The two lieutenants stretched out on 
the tips of the lower wing, one on each 
side, as the plane took off. The plan 
was to rise 1,500 feet, the height at 
which practice jumps generally are 
made. But the motor was balky, and 
after circling the mooring mast -once 
the pilot found the plane would not rise 
above 500 feet. He turned back toward 
the hangar. The motor was missing 
badly, and the machine swooped rapidly 
earthward. 

‘The descent threatened to carry the 
fliers into some tree tops near the 
Lakehurst road. Starr saw the danger, 
and realized the only hope of avoiding a 
crash lay in making a “‘lift-off’’ leap. 
He signaled to Kyle and Schildhauer to 
jump, expecting that the plane, relieved 
of the extra weight, would rise suffi- 
ciently. to clear the trees. 

The two officers rose to their feet. 
Schilghauer, clinging to a. strut, pulled 
the rip cord. ‘His parachute, loosed in 
the wind, filled rapidly and lifted him 
clear. But Kyle jumped too quickly. 

Commander Jacob H. Klein was among 
the first to reach the dead aviator... He 
ordered the body removed at once to 
the morgue at the air station.

SERIOUS DANGERS 


lee Covered With Snow, Head 
Winds, Storm or Motor Trouble 
Might Spell Disaster. 


The greatest of the dangers that 
Captain Raold Amundsen expected in 
his Polar flight, was that chunks of 
ice, half buried in the snow and in- 
visible from the air, would tear the 
bodies of the planes to pieces on 
landing. 

There was danger of unpredicted 
storms, the ever-present danger of 
motor trouble and the danger that head 
winds would slow down the flight until 
the two-hour margin of gasoline was 
consumed, forcing @ landing in the 
ocean on the return. 

The great peril, however, was that 
of landing- on the frozen crust over the 
Polar Pole. If it could be seen from 
the alr that the ice was too rugged 
for landing, it was the announced pur- 
pose of Captalp Amundsen to wheel 
about and start back for Spitsbergen 
without attempting te alight.

Should Keep the Balance Even. 

It would seem therefore good policy 
for ay country to try and keep the 
balance even sq far as possible and 
encourage selling to itself where it 
ean buy cheaply and well; in erder 
that the sellers may in their turn buy 
from it that which they méed and can 
afford to buy. That seems axiomatic. 
If you drive your customers out of 
the market by one means or another 
you will end by having no customers 
at all and it will be the worse for 
you. That is, I suppose, what the old 
economists meant when they said that 
there was no such thing as a fayor- 
able or unfayorable balance of trade. 
Give and take is as necessary in trade 
as it is in diplomacy or in marriage 
or in any other human actiyity in 
which the “Race can not be run by 
one and one, bat always by two and 
two."* 

Now, looking at this question of 
goods across the sea, that is consider- 
ing our Anglo-Amerjcan relations 
from the point of view of what the 
Germans used to call “‘rea] politi,” 
as opposed to sentimental palicy, we 
find in the first place as might be 
expected, that the United States and 
the British Empire are today each 
ethers’ best customers, though the 
United States has the advantage in 
the visible trade balance, I hate sta- 
tistics in an after-dinner speech, but 
one has, alas, sometimes to stoop to 
them. 

United States exports to the British 
Hmpire represented jn 1923 nearly 44 
per cent. of the whole exports, of 
whieh nearly one-half went to the 
United Kingdon, and it was only with 
the British Empire that the United 
States had a favorable trade balance 
of visible ,exports. It was, indeed, 
the great excess of United States ex- 
ports to the British Empire that 
weighed the total balance go largely 
in favor of America. The United 
States exports to the United Kingdem 
in 1934 were, as always, made up 
mostly of raw materials, such as cot-

French Operations Successful. 


General de Chambrun personally com- 
manded brisk offensive operations of 


two columns ‘of infantry supported by 
artillery and airplanes in the centre of 
the Moroccan front yesterday and today 
which resulted tn complete success for 
the French army. 

The region where this offensive oc 
eured lies north and east of Ain Aicha 
on the southern bank of the Ouergha 
River sixty miles northeast of Fez. Fur- 
ther east the Riffians have been oc- 
cupying Branes Plateau and the region 
of the Leben River for four weeks and 
together with Riffians along the Msoun 
River, still further east, have been. pre- 
senting a.dual threat against Taza and 
the railroad on each side of that town. 
It has recently become known that they 
were planning an offensive in this sec- 
tor and they weré hoa active there to- 
day. General de Cha run’s movement, 
however, is likely to arrest the Riff’s 
plans and* clear~ Branes Plateau and 
Leben River of enemies. 

The figst of de Chambrun’s asia 
crossed the Ouergha River in-the bend 
north of Ain Aicha and marched north- 
east mcg # the Ouergha, succeeding in 
reachin oullay Ain Djenan, which is 
the northernmost French outpost in this 
region. - The second column made slower 
headway on the southern bank. of the 
Ouergha, but reached Midiouna. When 
this column reaches Bou Adet, which 
lies directly opposite Moulay Ain 
Djenan, the French Will completely con-‘ 
trol the upper reaches of the Ouergha 
and oblige evacuation of the Leben Val- 
ley and Branes Plateau, which is direct- 
ly south. 

Native warriors from the latter points 
already have been moving north upon 
learning of the French menace to their 
lines of. communication with Spanish 
Morocco, and Colonel Cambay will be 
extricated from. his difficult position 
north of Taza as Soon as this evacuation 
is amplified. 

Due to de Chambrun’s successes, 2 
tribe’ presented its submission to the 
French today and this success is likely 
to be repeated elsewhere because in the 
western sector the, Beni Mesguilda and 
Beni Zerouals tribes are returning -tu 
their villages and these have -been the 
most active in the recent attacks against 
the Bibabe and Aoulai outposts. Other 
tribes are obstinately maintaining an 
aggressive attitude and small groups 
were seen filtering down the Oued Oulai 
Valley. toward- Ouergha between Bi- 
babe and Aoulai. 

But this sort of operaticn is only 
sporadie and without seriows danger.

Abd-el-Krim’s forces and de Cham-

bellious tribes into the roa dat “rom 
north and south alike.

* HODGE-PODGE GOVERNMENT. 

Mr. Hoover dares to speak as & 
** business man,’’ a character intoler- 
able to politicians, when he repeats 
the old story of the ‘‘ chaos of func- 
tion ’’ which is Federal officialdom. 
Divided authority, want of coordina- 
tion, corifusion of policy, inefficiency, 
irresponsibility, waste: imagine the 
haphazard style of government from 
which this State is gradually turning 
away, monstrously magnified, made 
national; bureaus ‘‘ to Lurn,’’ com- 
missions with hundreds of thousands 
of functionaries, Hot from the wis- 

dom of Congress, this n..b of agencies 
has ‘‘ been thrown into ten different 
executive departments”’; and more 
than forty isolated establishments are 
immediately subject to the President. 
Just to show how far Washington sur- 
passes. Albany, 
there are fourteen bureaus or agen- 
cies charged with public works con- 
structions, and they are located in 
nine different departments. Hight con- 
servation bureaus are in five depart- 
ments, fourteen merchant marine bu- 
reaus in six departments, and six edu- 
cational agencies in four departments. 

The conditions vividly ‘describéd -by 
Mr.. Hoover are. notorious. - What 
changes, speaking generally, should 
be made? 

What we need is three primary re- 
forms: First; to group together all 
agencies having the same predominant 
major purpose under the same admin- 
istrative supervision; second, to sepa- 
rate the semi-judicial and the semi- 
legislative and advisoryfunctions from 
the administrative functions, placing 
the former under joint minds and the 
latter under single responsibility; and 
third, we should relieve the President 
of direct administrative labor. 

How are these reforms, or any of 
them, to come ebout? Old messages 
of Presidents, old reports of cor-mit- 
tees and commissions, litter many 
dusty shelves. Mr. HarpIno’s at- 
tempt, begun in 1921, resulting in the 
report of Mr. Water F. Brown, 

4 Chairman and private citizen, whose 
ardor and activities -rere not shared 
by all’ the other members, and in the 
plan of reorganization which Mr. 
CooLipGe pressed vainly upon the last 
Congress, is the latest candidate for 
the long sleep on te table. It tried to 
do too much. The proposed union of 
the Army and Navy Departments as 
the Department of Defense attracted 
opposition powerful enough. to damn 
the whole scheme; dnd it is open to 
attack at several other points. But if 


\. -.it\had been framed by a select com- 


mittee of archangels its fate would 
have been the same. The ordinary 
Government official, and even some 
Cabinet officers, are sublimely satis- 
fied with things as they are. 
Routine and inertia are official char- 
acteristics: Nobody wants his own 
comfortable coign of vantage dis- 
turbed. Mr. Harpinc had to rebuke 
the propagandists of the circumlocu- 
tion offices; but the propaganda went 
on, Put our service into such and 
such a department? Never! So the 
tender and timid hearts of Congress- 
men were wrung 'y their friends in 
office. It may be suspectéd that Mr. 
Hoover is incorrect in attributing to 
the official objectors the patriotic feel- 
ing of Artemus Ward about his first 
wife’s relations.. He says neatly that 
officials favor every detail of reorgani- 
zation except that which touches their 
own bureau or sphere of activity. 
Collectively, they form a great mass 
of log-rollers against ‘reform. ~Mr. 
“Hoover can only suggest the appoint- 
ment. of another board or Congres- 
_ gional committee to investigate and 
report and add to the infinite universe 
pf ‘waste paper. 
+ Congress loves to.create new offices. 
It must have its lame-duck shelters. 
Every member has officeholders or 
: ould-be officeholders pulling at his 
sattails. Is Congress efficient? Is 
ms economical? The Senate ex-

question is whether Mr. MiLts laid 
down>a correct principle. This, in/ ef- 
fect, the Governor conceded, for he 
frankly ‘ stated’ ‘that “nobody would 
“dispute his assertion that borrowing 
“money is a bad practice."*. The point 
which Mr..MILLs:made is that’ neither 
a business man nor a Government 
that borrows money can afford to be 
blind to the fact that some day pay- 
ment will have to be made. No abso- 
lute rule against borrowing can be 
established. Governor SMITH makes 
out an excellent case for financing 
permanent and needed public improve- 
ments by means of loans. And Mr: 
MILLS was doubtless a little unguarded 
in his conclusion that the proposed 
issues of State bonds amounting. to 
53 | $450,000,000. would in the end cost, 
interest and principal, over $900,000,- 
000. -He overlooked the fact that the 
proposed issue of $300,000,000 to abol- 
ish grade crossings would be largely 
of the nature of lending the credit of 
the State, since it is expected that at 
least two-thirds of’the sum would be 
paid back by the railroads and the 
localities benefited. 

How much should be borrowed and 

how much should be paid as you go, 
the Governor admits to be a case for 
careful study and nice adjustment. 
On the essentials he is in agreement 
with Mr. Mirus. Mortgages will fall 
due whether they are given by an in- 
dividual or by the State. To heap up 
outstanding obligations unnecessarily 
is to accumulate trouble for the’ fu- 
ture. : It- may temporarily prevent the 
taxes from rising, but in the end they 
will surely. be s¢rewea up by improvi- 
dent finance. The French have just 
had the bitter experience of finding 
out what it means to go on pyramid- 
ing debts for a few years, trying to 
pay off a pressing loan by jssuing one 
on. Still more onerous terms. On the 
other hand, English public finance 
has beeh true to its old tradition and 
has-been -resolute.in getting, from, taxa- 
tion enough to take ‘care of outstand- 
ing debts, ‘while religiously. refraining 
from.contracting new ones. 
The public debate of these subjects 
which Governor SmiTH invites and 
will welcome ought to do something 
to help the public to get clearer ideas 
about them. The fundamentals are, 
happily, agreed upon by the leading 
participants in the discussion. If pay 
aS you go must be at present a counsel 
of perfection for New York, the policy 
of unlimited borrowing as you go 
would be both foolish and fatal. 








THE STATE PARKS TANGLE. 
If the Republi¢an leaders whom 
Governor SMITH has asked to a con- 
ference refuse to cooperate with him 
on the’ State Park program, they will 
have to explain the. unexplainable. 
Motorists and intending vacationists 
have. been watching the tangle at Al- 
bany with increasing disgust. As orig- 
inally draftéd, the Thayer bill was 
satisfactory to the Governor. It opened 
the way to a system of parks and 
parkways which would minister 
through all time to the health of the 
people and to their pride in the State. 
But it was so changed in committee 
as to defeat its own ends. Procedure 
was tied up in the Attorney General's 
office so ‘that expenses were doubled 
and ‘progress was well-nigh’ irnpos- 
sible. Officials were empowered, as 
Governor SMITH expressed it, “‘ to dip 
at will ’’ into, funds voted for. parks, 
and thereby to “ build up a great jat- 
ronage machine.’’ His veto necessa- 
tily meant a certain delay. : 
Attorney . General OTTINGER came 
out with a declaration that “ responsi- 
“ bility for hamstringing the park pro- 
“ gram’’ rests with “ the Gowernor’s 
veto.”” He charged the Long Island

PALESTINE’S HIGH COMMISSIONER 

Field Marshal Lord PLumer, victor 
of Messines. Ridge and. allied com- 
mander in Italy after Caporetto, has 
been named. High Conimissioner in Pal- 
estine to succeed Sir HERBERT SAMUEL. 
In Jerusalem the appointment is re- 
garded as arising from military con- 
siderations. “Lord ALLENBY has just 
given up the High Commissionership 
in Egypt, and. the safeguarding of the 
Suez, route supposedly requires the 
presence of a distinguished soldier at 
one end of the canal or the other. If 
one wished, he might find additional 
reasons for Lord PLuMER’s appoint- 
ment ‘in the present situation in 
Morocco, with possible repercussions 
throughout the Moslem world, as well 
as in contingencies arising from Tur- 
key’s attitude toward the forthcoming 
Mosul arbitration award. Yet it is to 
be noted that the British Government 
has for some .time been in the habit 
of designating soldiers and sajlors for 
high civil office. Lord Bryne of Vimy 
is Governor General of Canada- and 
Admiral JeLLicoz was Governor Gen- 
eral of New Zealand. 

The new. High Commissioner in 
Palestine will find serious problems 
awaiting’ him, but the will also be 
spared some of the difficulties with 


‘which his predecessor. had to deal. 


Sir HERBERT SAMUEL’s first years fh 
offiée brought him a great deal of 
unpopularity from his own coreligion- 
ists. He was accused, as a Jew, of 
leaning backward in his efforts to 
maintain a perfect eutrality . between 
Jews and Arabs. Within the last two 
years ‘sentiment has appreciably ‘al- 
tered in his favor. This has not come 
about through any change in Sir HErR- 
BERT’S policy or methods, but through 
a growing sobriety ‘n Zionist circles, 
Evolutionary Zionism has gained the 
upper hand over “ political ’’ Zionism. 
The Jewish effort in Palestine has 
been’ concentrating steadily on the 
problems of agricultural, industrial 
and cultural development. It may be 
that the appointment of a non-Jew as 
High Commissioner is intended as a 
tactical concession to. Arab opinion. 


AMUNDSEN’S POLAR FLIGHT. 

‘** We cannot expect better condi- 
tions than now prevail,’’ said Profes- 
sor BJERKENESS, the weather observer 
at King’s Bay, Spitzbergen, and at 
5:15 P. M., May 21 (New York Day- 
light Saving Time, 12:15 P. M.), Raoip 
AMUNDSEN and his five companions, 
one of them, LINCOLN ELLSWORTH, an 
American, rose into the air in two fly- 
ing boats and were off for the North 
Pole. .The planes scudded over the 
harbor ice easily. The pontoons were 
constructed for the ice surfaces to be 
expectéd in-the vicinity of the Pole. 
PEARY wrote that, except for occa- 
sional pressure ridges, the ice in the 


‘last day’s sledding and at the Pole 


was smooth. AMUNDSEN therefore 
counted upon a fairly good surface for 
landing and taking off. PEARY 
reached his goal on April6. AMUND- 
SEN began his flight forty-five days 
later. He expected milder weather as 
he neared the Pole. 

The temperature during Praryr’s ob- 
servations ranged from 11 to 30 de- 
grees below zero, “ with clear sky ard 
calm weather.’ Two days before the 
end of his “ dash”’—a word he used 
himself—he encountered “ infrequent 
pressure ridges.’” The surface would 
thus have been suitable for landing by

FRENCH OF YPRES. 

The late Field Marshal Viscount 
FRENCH had long been rated as the 
best field officer in the British Army 
when the Government appointed him 
to command the Expeditionary Force 
ordered to France in-August, 1914. 
‘* Personally,’’ he said, ‘‘I have al- 
“* ways been far more a regimental 
“than a_staff officer.’’ His pre- 
World War reputation was based on 
exploits as a cavalry leader in the last 
Boer War, particularly on his strategy 
in the Colesberg district, his relief of 
Kimberley, and the skill with which he 
handled mounted troops in the ad- 
vance of Lord Roserts~<on P. storia. 
FRENCH was made a Field Marshal the 
year before the war storm burst upon 
the Continent. His selection to take 
the Expeditionary Force to Belgium 
and share the fortunes of the French 
Army was popular. Professional asso- 
ciates thought him worthy of the 
honor. He would have been satisfied 
to serve under KITCHENER as Chief of 
Staff. In fact, after receiving the 
appointment he made such a proposal 
to his old commander in South Africa 
He .later held that KITCHENER ‘was 
** not well fitted ’’ for the post df Sec- 
retary of State for War, which was 
assumed under pressure. 

If there had been no conflict involv- 
ing the great nations, Sir JoHN 
FRENCH, ‘as his friends liked to re- 
member him, would have lived in 
military annals as a brilliant strategist 
in the Boer War. His operations 
would. have been ‘compared by ad- 
mirérs. with JACKSON’s camipaign in 
the Valley of Virginia. Frencu was 
the only field conimander -who took 
the measure of the Boers and beat 
them at their own game. There is no 
doubt that he added to his reputation 
in. France, but also there is no doubt 
that he was recalled for the good of 
the allied cause. The truth is that he 
did-not get on with his old chief, Lord 
KITCHENER; he was often. at odds with 
thé Government and/his relations with 
his French associates .were sometimes 
strained.

LIMITED PROFIT HOUSING. 

As recorded in its first annua} re- 
port, the City. Housing Corporation, 
which is developing the Sunnyside 
garden community in Queens, has 
made a prosperous beginning.. Oper- 
ating under the direction of citizens 
well known for their public-spirit, its 
profits are limited by charter to 6 per 
cent. It uses only about 28 per cent. 
of its land for buildings, the rest being 
devoted to gardens and playgrounds. 
In its first year it has built housing to 
accommodate 224 families at a total 
expense of $1,400,000. . It sold one- 
family houses of seven rooms for 
$10,500 and of six rooms for $8,500. 
Two-family houses, each family hav- 
ing four or five rooms and a bath, it 
sold for from $11,350 to $13,500. Four- 
room cooperative apartments it sold 
for $4,800 and five-room apartments 
for $5,800. The average cost per 
family ‘has been $6,205. Payments are 
on the instalment plan. Since the be- 
ginning of the operation the value of 
lands held has rapidly increased: but 
without counting this the corporation 
expects to have a surplus at the end 
of the year of at least $50,000 after its 
6 per cent. dividends are paid. 

There is reason to hope that in com- 
ing years the success will be even 
greater. Certain plots not needed for 
development have an increased mar- 
ket value. The increase in the ‘ue 
of lands held for building is conserva- 
tively estimated at $1,000,000. In tite 
first year the general pressure of con- 
struction made it necessary to pay 
bonuseS to workmen, which the cor- 
poration hopes to avoid hereafter. To 
complete the Sunnyside development 
will require two or at most three. 
years. In 1925 houses will be built for 
227 families, ahd next year for 300 to 
400 more. The only difficulty has been 
in subscribing capital. The operations 
of the first year were conducted on 
$846,000 subscribed by 150 stockhold- 
ers. With its present showing the 
corporation hopes to induce other pub- 
lic-spirited citizens to cooperate. 


MUSEUMS IN EDUCATION. 

It is a hopeful sign of the times 
that the Metropolitan Museum of Art 
is taking steps 'to extend its educa- 
tional work in connection with the 
city’s schools. Much as has already 
been done in this direction, there may 
be even greater cooperation than here- 
tofore, so that the teachers and as 
many pupils as possible may ob- 
tain a better understanding of the 


.| value of the Museum to the city. 


Despite the enormous number of. vis- 
itors each year to the Museum, there 
is a tendency on the part of all 
but a small group of special stu- 
dents to look upon the institution 
with awe, to consider it as some- 
thing cold and ‘almost forbidding, This 
is natural in a country lacking 
a background of esthetic culture. 
But skillful work fh the schools can 
do much to break down this erroneous 
impression, and to convince the chil- 
dren that the Museum is in fact .a 
friendly instructor. 

It is a: commonplace that strangers 
know more about a city than those 
that live in it. Few New Yorkers 
have been up to the top of the Wool- 
worth tower compared with the num- 
bers from out of town. The same is 
true of the visitors to the museums. 
Persons come even from. Europe. to 
see some of the special colldctions 
here. More New Yorkers would use 
the museums if they had a better 
knowledge of the treasures which they 
house. Here is where work in con- 
nection with the schools is so valuable. | ,

The subject fs not only very interest- 
ing but, in my™ppinion, of ‘vital im- 
portance t6 the proper functioning of the 
legislative branch of our Government. 
Muych may be said on both sides of the 
question. So far as I am aware only 
one side has been ‘presented to the pub- 
lic, and that by a-very prominent and. 
earnest advocate. I believe I understand 
the feeling of impatience that -actuates 
the Vice President. His life has aes 
spent as an executive, and largely 
position of ‘command. ‘There is no 
tion of command in the legislative body, 

Every legislator stands upon an equal- 
ity with every other member of: his 
body. The States and districts of the 
United States represented by Senators 
and Representatives are as widely sepa- 
rated as the most divergent countries of 
Europe,-and the conditions of life, com- 
merce and production are equally diver- 
gent. In the very nature of things, 
national legislation in a republic, there- 
fore, must be accomplished through per- 
suasion or compromise. 

Every beginner in national legislative 
life is a crusader. On my entry into 
the Senate in 1913 I was classified as‘a 
fanatical crusader. For three years I 
fought for the same thing that Vice 
President Dawes now seeks: to force 
upon the United States Senate. Hxperi- 
encé, through long years of legislative 
practice, has forced me to the conclu- 
sion that I was in error. 

I am not in favor of unlimited debate 
in the United States Senate. Unlimited) 
debate does not now exist in the United 
States Senate. At any time two-thirds 
of that body may limit debate on any 
question to the extent that ‘e Senator 
may. only speak once, and then for a 
period not. to exceed one hour. This, in 
my opinion, Is a reasonable limitation 
and is sufficient. 

In the House of Representatives the 
closure rule prevails. The country has 
witnessed the result of such rule in the 
House. I expressly disclaim any desire 
or any intent to criticize that body. It 
is composed of 435 members, while the 
Senate has only 96. It is possible that 
Ppusiness could not be satisfactorily 
transacted in the i goes were it not for 
such closure rule. « 

Without regard to the necessity of the 
rule, it must be admitted that bills of 
great importance, containing thousands 
of different items, are passed within a 
few hours and without sufficient debate 
or consideration. *It has been the ex- 
tended and full debates in the Senate 
that advised the country with regard to 
vital legislation, and, through this in- 
formation, molded public opinion. 

The Senate was founded as a part of 
cur institutions for the protection of 
minorities, not alone minority parties, 
but minority ‘populations and minority 
prirciples. To establish a closure such 
as they have in the House would nullify 
the very purpose of the United States 


Senate. It is true that legislation has 
been delayed by extensive debate, but 
when has such delay caused any. seri- 
ous harm to our Government?

CITY AND SCHOOL CONTROL. 


Present Situation Is Held to Violate 
State Constitution. 


To the Editor of The New York Times> 

The Constitution of the State of New 
York (Art. IX, Sec. 1) establishes educa- 
tion as’a State function. The present 
rconfusion of’ laws in the school district 
of New York City makes this function,. 
in actual practice, half State and half 
municipal. The result .is a dual control 
that is obnoxious and injurious. 

Whoever holds the purse will dominate 
the work. We see, therefore, municipal 
influence in education becoming increas- 
ingly stronger. The resulting situation 
is law-made and not man-made. The 
remedy is to separate State from city 
in educational affairs and re-establish 
the real status, State control exclusively. 

The conduct of the schools is no. con- 
cern of the municipal governnient as 
such. No ¢ity administration as a city 
administration ought to be. entitled 
either to praise for what it has done. or- 
blame for-what it has not dorie for the’ 
schools. atever city officials accom- 
plish in local educational affairs they. | 
accomplish as agents or trustees of the 
State, selected by the State as con- 
venient instruments to further ‘its edu- 
cational ends. 

The way to reform has been clearly 
pointed by Justice Chase of the Court 
of Appeals in Hirshfield vs. Cook (22T 
N. Y. Reports, p. 297): 

“Tf the State through its Legislature. 
intends to make the Board of Education 
of the city wholly independent of mu- 
nicipal action, or: prevent the city or the 
officers and boards thereof from assert- ~ 
ing any authority relating to matters 
connected with the public schools, and 
the determination of the expendityres. 
therefor, it should be stated by it in 
such clear janguage that its intention 
is unmistakable.”’ 

Accordingly, let it be: stated in clear . 
language. For it was never the inten- 
tion of the State of New York to give’ 
to the City of New York such authority 
in education as it exercises at the pres- 
ent time. Carelessly drawn laws and 
general popular and official ignorance 
on the subject are responsible for the 
prevailing misconceptions. This com- 
munication therefore proposes: a legis- 
lative. commission to inquire into the 
causes and results of dual control. 
The objective of such an inquiry. should 
be to end all municipal interferences in 
the' “‘school district. coterminous . with 
‘the boundary of the City of New York,’* 
which, as‘a legal entity, is an entirely. 
different thing from the “City of New 
York.’’
